Finishes Used o n To day ’s Fabrics 
Whether you are doing sewing 
at home, purchasing material, oi 
looking at ready-made garments, 
you need to know about the v ar­ 
iety of finishes applied to fabrics 
and how to care for them.

Migration in the 13 states of the 
North Central Region of the Unit­ 
ed States increased from 5 per 
cent in 1930 to 51 per cent in 1960. 
Young people accounted for 47 to 
60 per cent of the migrants. 
What plans and prospects do 
these young people hav e for the 
future? 
D. E. Lindstrom, Univ ersity of 
Illinois rural sociologist, reports 
that many of the migrants come 
from rural communities. Most of 
them would prefer to remain at 
home, some to farm, but they can­ 
not. Many of them are dropouts 
from high school and will always 
be handicapped in the job market 
unless they are encouraged to re­ 
turn to school. 
About 60 per cent of the rural 
youth in Illinois do not plan to go 
to college, Lindstrom says. And of 
this number 80 to 90 per cent do 
not feel ready to take jobs. They 
want more education or training 
for an occupation. Most of them 
want to be self-employed, but 
too many high schools are offer­ 
ing little more than agricultural 
or home economics v ocational 
training o r college preparatory 
training.

careers, Lindstrom points out. As 
they leav e high school, they lack 
confidence in themselv es and fear 
people, making it hard for them to 
talk with strangers. They are rea­ 
listic, independent and imitativ e. 
Lindstrom emphasizes that mi­ 
gration inv olv es adjustment to a 
new env ironment as well as the 
problem of getting a job. If the 
indiv idual or family cannot be­ 
come at home with new people in 
a new situation, they will be lone­ 
ly, lost, frustrated and unhappy. 
They may become the object of 
charity, public aid or delinquency. 
Frustration comes first and 
mast painfully because of failure 
to get a job or (he necessity to 
go from job to job. Lower train­ 
ing in skills needed today will 
force rural young people to take 
low-paying jobs or jobs that do 
not fully use their capabilities. 
There seems to be little guid­ 
ance or preparation on the part 
of the community and many par­ 
ents to prepare youth for migra­ 
tion. Lindstrom says. But intelli­ 
gent planning is needed now if 
til al youth are to prepare for jobs 
and liv ing conditions in urban 
areas. The task is one that should 
occupy the best efforts of par­ 
ents, schools, and churches in 
ev ery community, he believ es.

Very little was heard about in­ 
testinal angina until about sev en 
y ears ago. Like angina pectoris 
this is a painful condition caused 
by obstruction of an artery , in 
this case an artery supply ing the 
intestines. The obstruction may be 
caused by a clot formation or by 
hardening of the artery and the 
deposit of fat and calcium in the 
arterial wall. 


A person with this disease us­ 
ually complains of abdominal pain 
and tenderness that cones on a 
few minutes after eating. The 
larger the meal, the more sev ere 
the pain. Because the v ictim 
av oids eating, there is a progres­ 
siv e loss of weight. Bloating, nau­ 
sea and constipation may also be 
present. 


The diagnosis is made by intro­ 
ducing a radiopaque dy e into the 
arterial sy stem and getting X-ray 
pictures. Since this is not a simple 
procedure it is reserv ed for sel­ 
ected cases based on a careful 
ev aluation of sy mptoms, phy sical 


mg s. 
Once the disease is recog nized 
a su rg ecm can u se a plastic ar­ 
terial g raft to by -pass the ob­ 
stru ction and re-establish circu la­ 
tion in the inv olv ed seg ment of 
the intestines. The reported re­ 
su lts hav e been ex cellent. This 
marks another adv ance in blood 
v essel su rg ery . 
Q—My hu sband, 48, and my son, 
20, both hav e an infection of the 
lu ng s called coccidioidomy cosis or 
San Joaqu in Valley fev er. Is it 
contag iou s? Is it seriou s? Is there 
any cu re for it? 
A—This disease, 
also 
called 
desert fev er, is cau sed by the 
mold, coceidioides. It is u su ally 
acqu ired by inhaling the fu ng u s 
spores from du st or soil. Abou t 
65 per cent of those who inhale 
these 
spores become 
immu ne 
withou t showing any sig ns of ill­ 
ness. The disease is not trans­ 
mitted directly from man to man. 
Most v ictims recov er and hav e a 
lasting immu nity to the disease 
thereafter. 
In the early stag es of this dis<- 


ease the temperatu re may reach 
104 and there is u su ally chest pain 
and g eneralized aching . The only 
effectiv e treatment is the antibi­ 
otic, amphotericin B. The dose 
mu st be carefu lly reg u lated to 
prev ent sev ere side effects. Some 
doctors adv ocate early treatment 
of this disease and others prefer 
to wait and see whether, with 
g ood nu rsing care, the disease 
will not su bside. 


Q—What is Metahy drin? Does 
it cau se any bad side effects? 


A—This dru g is g iv en to reliev e 
edema or waterlog g ing of the 
tissu es. It increases the amou nt 
of u rine passed.

The Mature 
Pare nt

DEAR MRS. LAWRENCE: Ou r 
16-y ear-old son can’t concentrate 
on homework in the ev ening be­ 
cau se of phone calls from his 
friends. As his marks hav e slu mp­ 
ed recently , I hav e been telling his 
callers that he’s too bu sy to come 
to the phone. One of them has 
told him this and we hav e had 
sev eral 
arg u ments 
abou t 
it. 
Thou g h I’v e ex plained I’v e done 
this only ou t of consideration for 
him, he is v ery resentfu l and has 
g ot his father to arg u e abou t it 
with me, too . , . 
ANSWER: I don’t think y ou ’v e 
been g iv ing him consideration 
either. 
To consider y ou r son wou ld be 
to hav e asked him, “Do y ou want 
to take phone calls when y ou ’re 
doing homework?” It wou ld be to 
leav e the decision to reject the 
calls to him. 
Bu t y ou ’v e been 
making the decision for him. 
You ’v e decided it’s rig ht for him 
to concentrate on homework in­ 
stead of talking to his 
friends 
withou t consu lting his v iew of its 
rig htness. 
While I think it’s rig ht, too, we 
can’t possibly call it “consider­ 
ing ” him to ju st assu me that he 
ag rees with u s. No wonder he’s 
ang ry . You ’v e been u sing a self- 
flattering word to ju stify what has 
been really a pretty hig h-handed 
performance. 
Not that I’m ag ainst hig h-hand­ 
ed performances toward children. 
We often hav e to make decisions 
for them that they can’t make 
themselv es. So, if we’re worried, 
for ex ample, ov er slu mped school 
marks that may make colleg e en­ 
trance difficu lt, we may hav e to 
say , “No more phone calls in the 
ev ening u ntil y ou ’v e finished y ou r 
homework.” And if ou r decision is 
protested, add, 
“No, 
no more 
phone calls. If y ou ’re not worried 
abou t y ou r slu mped school marks, 


the last 106 y ears, mankind has 
dou bled its nu mbers. 
Bu t 
the 
world’s city popu lation has in­ 
creased fiv e-fold. Of the world’s 
three billion total popu lation, one 
billion liv e in cities. 
These fig u res are cited by the 
World Health Org anization to call 
attention to the problem of u rbani­ 
zation ex pressed in this y ear’s 
World Health Day theme “Man 
and His Cities.” 
An ex treme ex ample is the city 
of Caracas in Venezu ela, which 
increased to fiv e times its size 
within 20 y ears. Ev en some Afri­ 
can towns today are like the 
u rban ag g lomeration which Man­ 
chester was at its 19th centu ry 
Worst. 
So spectacu lar is u rban ex pan­ 
sion that it can be considered 
alarming . A n c i e n t Caesarea, 
Bag hdad and Rome cou nted more 
than one million inhabitants in 
their hey day . 
Bu t 
g reat cities 
were rather the ex ception than 
the ru le in the ancient world. The 
main towns of Roman Gau l had 
an av erag e popu lation of abou t 
15.000. Plato held that the ideal 
u rban commu nity shou ld not ex ­ 
ceed 5,000 inhabitants. 
Arou nd 1800. the 50 cities of 
more than 100,000 inhabitants in 
the world held a mere two per 
cent of g lobal popu lation. Today , 
the v ery shanty towns at the 
fring es of ou r modern cities hold 
12 per cent of the world popu la­ 
tion. 
By the end of this centu ry the 
prediction is that 60 per cent of 
an estimated world popu lation of 
six billion will liv e in cities. 
Slu ms and Shanty Towns 
The ex pansion of cities has 
been accompanied by the g rowth 
of slu ms and shanty towns. In 
certain cases they accou nt for 50 
per cent of the popu lation. Ac­ 
cording to United Nations esti­ 
mates, 30 million dwelling s will 
hav e to be bu ilt to ease the hou s­ 
ing crisis in dev eloped cou ntries. 
Bu t 150 million hu man being s 
need re-hou sing in the dev elop­ 
ing world—rig ht now. 
Here are some ex amples of the 
increase of town popu lations from 
1940 to 1960: Sao Pau lo, Brazil, 
trebled in size; Santiag o. Chile, 
almost dou bled; Caracas. Bog ota, 
Colu mbia, 
more than dou bled; 
Lima, Peru , more than trebled: 
and Mex ico City almost trebled. 
The popu lation of Bombay has 
trebled du ring the past 20 y ears, 
and that of New Delhi, Karachi 
and Peking hav e dou bled. To de­ 
cently hou se the additional popu ­ 
lation in towns of more than 100.- 
000 inhabitants du ring the nex t 25 
y ears, India needs $22 billion — 
fou r times as mu ch as the Inter­ 
national Bank for Reconstru ction 
and Dev elopment has lent all its 
members du ring the 16 y ears of 
its ex istence. Also, transport or­ 
g anization and related dev elop­ 
ment prog rams wou ld cost at 
least as mu ch. 
In the United States, the Na­ 
tional Planning Association rec­ 
kons that the fu nds requ ired to 
do away with slu ms, bu ild econ­ 
omic dwelling s and cater for the 
corresponding „ increase 
in rail- 
and-road requ irements du ring the 
nex t fiv e y ears, will amou nt to 10 
per cent of the national income. 
Mechanization 
of 
ag ricu ltu re 
has redu ced the nu mber of farm 
hands requ ired to till the land. 
It is estimated that by the end 
of the centu ry ja ru ral commu nity 


g ratory trend from cou ntry areas 
will increase in the y ears to 
come This means that most of 
the three billion additional hu ­ 
mans inhabiting the earth by the 
y ear 2,000 will be city dwellers. 
Howev er, in cou ntries where in­ 
du strialization beg an more than a 
centu ry ag o — Belg iu m, France, 
Great Britain and Germany —the 
rate of u rbanization has been 
slowing down since 1930. In Bri­ 
tain, for instance, the process 
seems to hav e reached its peak. 
A certain stability seems to ob­ 
tain between town and cou ntry . 
Once 80 per cent of a total popu ­ 
lation is concentrated in towns of 
more than 5,000 inhabitants, ac­ 
cording to a U N. report, a cou n­ 
try is considered completely u r­ 
banized. And u rbanization seems 
to be linked with decreasing fe­ 
cu ndity , for in u rban areas chil­ 
dren are no long er u sefu l pro­ 
du cers 
bu t 
costly 
consu mers. 
Hence, u rbanization has a re­ 
strictiv e effect on the birth rate. 
In Eu rope, where u rbanization is 
hig her than elsewhere, the birth 
rate is the 
lowest observ ed— 
19/1000, as 
ag ainst 
42 1000 in 
Asia and 46 1000 in Africa. 
Paris leads in ov er-crowding , 
with 32,000 city dwellers per .62 
squ are mile, followed by Toky o 
with 16,000. New York with 13,200, 
London with 10,300, and Berlin 
with 3,500. Bu t thou g h acu te in 
dev eloped cou ntries, hou sing is a 
seriou s problem ev ery where. 
And ov ercrowding , ev il hou sing 
conditions, the spread of slu ms, 
the dwindling of parkland and 
open spaces, traffic paraly sis, the 
accident toll, water pollu tion, time 
wasted on jou rney s between home 
ami work—all these drawbacks 
and more hamper the New York­ 
er as mu ch as the man from Cal­ 
cu tta. 
African Urbanization 
African u rbanization is the ou t­ 
come of Eu ropean settlement, and 
the resu lting phenomenon is not 
u nlike the state of Eu ropean cities 
in the 19th centu ry . With their 
non - ex istent hy g iene, open-air 
sewers, and children play ing in 
filth and refu se that is nev er taken 
away , Africa’s shanty towns are 
like the Rou baix and Manchester 
described by Friedrich Eng el and 
Adolphe Blanqu i. 


Bu t becau se of its transitory 
natu re, u rbanization in Africa has 
a v ery special character. Mig rants 
leav e the cou ntry side to escape 
the traditions and serv itu des of 
tribal life with the intention of 
retu rning . More often than not, 
they leav e their families behind. 
The relationship between town 
and cou ntry is thu s a mobile one 
with 
continu al 
popu lation 
ex ­ 
chang es; howev er, despite all the 
coming and g oing , the town wins 
ev ery time. 
Thu s Yaou nde, Cameroon, has 
more than dou bled its popu lation 
du ring the past sev en y ears; Co­ 
nakry , Gu inea, has g rown fou r­ 
fold du ring the past fiv e y ears; 
Dar-es-Salaam, Tang any ika, has 
dou bled its popu lation ov er the 
past decade; Accra, Ghana, and 
Lu anda, 
Ang ola, 
hav e 
trebled 
theirs. 
It is easy to think of Cairo as 
hav ing three million inhabitants. 
Less well known is that Addis 
Ababa, Ethiopia, Lag os, Nig eria, 
and Accra hav e dose to 500,000 
each and that cities ex ceeding 
200,000. like Leopoldv ille, Cong o; 
Nairobi, Keny a; and Tananariv e, 
Malag asy ; are becoming nu mer­ 
ou s. According to estimates, there 
may be 44 million u rbanized 
Africans today . 
Su bu rbs 
The shanty town is makeshift 
and chaotic, brou g ht on by mi­ 
g rants and a lack of indu strial 
planning . Bu t su bu rbs, g rowing 
arou nd towns and cities since the 
indu strial rev olu tion beg an, are 
also the dismal leg acy of 19th 
centu ry indu strialization. Su bu rbs 
offer all of the drawbacks and 
none of the adv antag es of work­ 
ing hou rs by adding to the time 
requ ired to trav el between home 
and work. 
Garden dties and hou sing and 
shopping centers that form little 
towns of their own, which are 
among newer efforts to discipline 
su bu rban g rowth, are no better 
than dormitory towns. 
To meet liv ing conditions qu ite 
different from those of the past, 
needed are new town planning 
conceptions thou g ht ou t by spe­ 
cialists from many disciplines— 
g eog raphy , sociolog y , 
architect­ 
u re, pu blic health, psy chiatry and 
economics to mention a few of 
the skills needed in planning 
a 
‘city for tomorrow. 


we are. We want y ou to pu ll them 
u p so that we don’t g o complete­ 
ly crazy wondering if y ou ’ll make 
a g ood colleg e or not.” 
That’s 
at least 
honest 
and 
makes no v irtu ou s pretenses of 
sole consideration for the child 
when in fact ou r decision con­ 
tains a g reat deal of interest in 
av oiding anx iety for ou rselv es. 
What has ang ered y ou r son, I 
su spect, is not that y ou ’v e made 
this decision for him. It’s been 
the phoniness of y ou r pose of pu re 
concern for him that’s ang ered 
him, knowing as he does that it 
also contains a lot of concern for 
y ou rself. 
Thou g h we sometimes hav e to 
make hig h-handed decisions for 
the y ou ng , su ch decisions are dis­ 
parag ing , actu ally say ing to chil­ 
dren, “Compared to mine, y ou r 
sense of responsibility is deficient 
and u nreliable.” 
So may be y ou shou ld now g iv e 
this child some real consideration 
by g iv ing him a chance to make 
his own decision abou t these calls.

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Viet Nam in Lo uisiana—2 
But the Mines, Bullets Ar e Fake

FORT POLK. La. - (NEA) - 
The Army often rises to the oc­ 
casion and mov es fast. Some peo­ 
ple, particularly draftees, think it 
mov es too fast. 
For example, the time between 
the first salute to an officer and 
the first assault on a Viet Cong 
position can be as short as four 
months. 
How can you teach a soldier 
what he must know about com­ 
bat in four months? You can’t, 
really, but you can do your best. 
The Army’s nine-week Adv anc­ 
ed 
Indiv idual 
Training course 
geared to Viet Nam is only a few 
months old and both trainer and 
trainee are still feeling their way. 
Major changes in content and ap­ 
proach are being made practical­ 
ly ov ernight. 
During the nine weeks, the 
trainees — most are draftees un­ 
der 20—equipped with fundamen- 
, tals of soldiering learned at Basic 
I Training, are oriented to the com- 
Jbat situation in Viet Nam. 
J 
They learn techniques of first 
laid, bayonet fighting, escape and 
* ev asion tactics, sentry duty, demo- 
[ lition. They learn about Viet Cong 
| booby traps and mines and how’ 
\ to disarm them. 
\ 
Weapons-training is considered 
[the most important part. Rifle- 
> men and mortarmen get to know 
» and lov e their weapons. All sol­ 
diers are taught to fire grenade 
and rocket launchers, machine 
guns and pistols. 
At the same time, classroom 
work in Asian history, propagan­ 
da tactics and Vietnamese cus­ 
toms and culture goes on. 
All of the training is put to 
use during a fiv e-day field exer­ 
ciser in the eighth week of -the 
course. The men 
are 
trucked 
from Fort Polk into the Louisiana 
outback where they are exposed 
to an approximation of conditions 
in Viet Nam. 
They sleep in holes, eat C ra­ 
tions, search v illages for booby 
traps (and sometimes goof and 
explode them), fire at suddenly 
appearing targets, climb in and 
out of helicopters and, in general, 
act as if they were on duty in 
Viet Nam. 
But they are not in Viet Nam 
—yet. 
The mines and grenades explode 
but do not maim. The rifles and 
machine guns fire blanks. Bombs 
are noisy, but phony. Traps may 
catch a man but will not skewer 
his foot. 
Men clad in the black pajamas 
and conical straw hats of the 
Viet Cong harass and attack the 
young soldiers. But the “V.C.” 
are fellow GIs. 
•Ev en during 
night 
assaults, 
when the blackness separates a 
soldier from his buddy and crack­ 
ling explosions fill the air with 
noise and the smell of cordite, all 
a man need do to be comforted 
is to remember that this Viet 
Nam is in Louisiana. 
“I guess all of this training will 
help us,” an 18 -v ear-old draftee 
remarked. ‘‘But I still don’t know 
what I’d do if a couple of Viet 
Cong started shooting at me.” 
“Sure,” said another, ‘‘I know 
I can shoot pretty good and I 
know' a punji stick from a chop- 
stick, but who can tell me how 
to react if I get shot and bleed all 
ov er the place?” 
Quite possibly, the most import­ 
ant aspect of the program is the 
rapport established between Viet 
Nam 
v eterans 
and 
youngsters 
who hav e not yet witnesed death. 
In quiet, after-training bull ses­ 
sions, 
noncoms 
matter-of-factly 
tell their rapt listeners what they 
hav e seen and what they hav e 
had to do. They tell them when 
they had to break the rules. They 
tell them how they surv iv ed. 
“You can’t get this sort of thing 
out of lxioks or lectures or ev en 
practical exercises,” a captain 
pointed out. “It’s pretty hard to 
transfer experience. I’ll admit, 
but this has got to be the next 
best thing.”

The car 
is the original one owned b y the 
Winnetk a doctor. 
“Ev ery part was indiv idu ally 
b u ffed and polished,” Zu end said, 
b efore it was added to the assem­ 
b lage. 
Zu end has alway s b een what he 
calls a “ju nk ster.” 
By the time he was 11, he had 
b u ilt his first car u sing a one- 
cy linder motorcy cle engine. 
Its first trial ru n, Zu end said, 
was a su ccess — almost. The car 
started propertly , gained speed, 
k ept gaining speed and promptly 
b reezed throu gh three stop-signs 
b efore Zu end realized there was 
no way to decellerate. Finally , the 
y ou ng driv er leaned ov er and 
pu lled a wire leading to the spark 
plu g.

Restoring cars continu ed to b e 
a hob b y 
throu ghou t his life. He 
won his* first competativ e trophy 
in 1953. “I didn’t ev en k now they 
had things lik e that,” Zu end said 
of his first antiqu e car show. 
In 1948, he b u ilt a u niqu e sports 
car which was clock ed at 129 
miles-per-hou r on salt flats — a 
sleek , white racer he b u ilt from 
the front ends of two cars. 
In 1962, when his employ er, 
Rey nolds Wire Co., left for Ken­ 
tu ck y , Zu end faced a decision — 
find other work or to go into 
antiqu e car restoration b u siness 
fu ll-time. Widely -k nown for his 
work with antiqu e cars, the deci­ 
sion was short-liv ed — eonjoling 
cu stomers made the decision for 
him.
